Subject headed the Georgian section of Amt (Zeppelin) , RSHA, 

which dealc with sabotage and subversive operations in Russia. He enjoyed 
the complete, confidence of the Gormans and was allowed to direct all the 
.political penetration work. He also directed operations out of Turkey* Ho 
took an active part in the work of the Georgian National Committee, an or- 
ganization organized and : subsidized after 1541 by.E0S3I,BBRy , 's *LCinistry for 
Eastern Territories.
